MANILA, Nov. 6, 10:15 a.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.] Two columns of Gen. Mac-

Nearly every seat in the Pavilion was 
occupied when, at 2:45 o'clock, Rev. 
Will A. Knighten, D.D., called ‘the 
‘meeting to order. The labor organiza- 
tions were largely represented. Many 
members of the various churches to 
whom the meeting had beer annéunced 
by their pastors Were also in aitend- 
ance. On the platform w ere seated 
more than a score of ministers, and in 
the. audience more, The 
meeting was opened by the singing of 
“All Hailthe Power of Jesus’ Name,’ 
the singing being led by a male quar- 
tette. Rt. Rev. Joseph H. Johnson, 
D.D., Bishop ‘of the Episcopal Church, 
then read several short passages from 
the scriptures, followed by a prayer for 
all conditions of men and for the unity 
of God’s people. Led by the quartette, 
the audience joined in singing ‘‘Nearer 
to Thee.” 

Rev. Will A. Knighten,.D.D., then de- 
livered the introductory address. He 
said: 

“Brothers of the United Labor Coun- 
cil of Los Angeles, brother ministers

NEED OF A PACIFIC CABLE. 

The New York Tribune, discussing 
the above subject, brings some very 
pertinent and forcible arguments to bear 
upon it in favor of the construction of 
the proposed cable as soon as possible. 
The article points out as of no small 
significance the fact that at the late 
matter was broached by Mr. Otani, a 
Hartwell, a delegate from our own in- 
sular possession of Hawaii, showing the 
deep interest felt in the project outside 
of the United States, which is in reality 
the principal country in interest; since 
the larger part of the benefits which 
will accrue from the laying of the cable 
will be derived by the United States as 
a nation, and by citizens of the United 
States as individuals, —_— and busi- 
ness associations, 

The Tribune says, with truth, that 
the need for a Pacific cable has vastly 
increased within the past two years, 
as have also the facilities for laying it 
and the obligations upon the United | 
States to lead the way. Prior to the 
war with Spain and the annexation of 
Hawaii, the cable was needed princi- 
pally for commercial purposes. Now, 
in addition to the commercial need, 
which has grown enormously, another 
need has grown up which is impera- 
tive—the need of a cable for govern- 
ment use in the management of our in- | 
sular possessions.

If the 
cable had been laid two years ago, its 
every landing place would have been 
upon foreign territory. Now it need not 
touch upon alien territory at any point. 
The Tribune well says: 


“From California to Hawaii, from 
Hawaii to Wake, from Wake to Guam, 
from Guam to the Philippines, it would 
everywhere be under the Stars and 
Stripes. And beyond the Philippines it 
would not need to go, since there is al- 
ready a cable from Manila to Hong- 
kong, at the latter place connecting 
with others looping along the coast of 
Asia, northward to Shanghai and thence 
to Japan, to Fusan and to Vladivostok, 
and southward to Singapore and Madras, 
and across the seas to Java, Australia 
and New Zealand.

AN AMERICAN ON THE BOERS. | 
The remarkable fight that is being put 


South Africa against the British em- 
pire has stimulated interest in these re- 
markable people, and led to an eager 


really are like. Seldom, in cases of this 
varied so much 
in regard to easily ascertainable facts. 
On the one side, it-is claimed that the 
Boers are narrow, dirty, unprogressive 
and bigoted fanatics, who wish to main- 
tain and support a sort of middle-age 
feudal despotism in the Transvaal, and 
permit outsiders to live there only under 
sufferance, taxing them  extortionately. 
On the other hand, friends of the Boers 
describe them as a brave, upright, moral 
and patriotic people, resembling’ the 
Puritans who founded this country—a 
people who, like those Puritans, were 
forced to flee from home on account of 
oppression, and who are now fighting 
to maintain the freedom upon which 
they set so much store. As is usual in 
‘such cases, the truth probably lies 
somewhere about midway between these 
two extremes, 

An American, Howard C. Hillegas, 
-has written a book entitled “Oom Paul’s 
People,” which throws much interesting 
light upon the character of the Boers. 
The writer does not seek to conceal 
the fact that his sympathy lies with the 
South African Republicans, and it should 
therefore be read in that light. 

Of the means by which the Boers ac- 
quired their territory, President Kruger 
in an interview, which constitutes one 
chapter of the book, says: : 

“Ever since we left Cape Colony in 
1835 we have not taken any territory 
from the natives by conquest except 
that of one chief whose murderous 
maraudings compelled us to drive him 
away from his country. .We bartered 
and bought every inch of land we now 
have. England has taken all the land 
she has in South Africa at the muz- 
zles of repeating rifles and machine guns, 
_That_ is the civilized method of extend- 
ing the bounds of the empire they talk { 
about so much.” 

The record of previous engagements 
between the Boers and the British, as 
given in this work, is a remarkable one, 
and is:not fraught with much encour- 
agement to those who look to see the 
British army quickly victorious in the 
present war. The author’ enumerates 
five principal battles which have been. 
waged between the Boers and the Eng- 
lish, giving the number of men_ en- 
gaged, and the casualties on each side, 
as follows: 


Engaged. Casualties. 

Rattles— British. Boers. Britis! . Boers, 
Laing’s Neck ...... 400 550 190 24 
Ingogo .... 200 250 142 17 
Maijuba Hill - CF (150 280 5 
Bronkhorst 250 120 1 
Jameson raid ...... 609 100 5 


In every one of these engagements the 
Boers were victorious, the British hav- 
ing triumphed over them in but one 
battle, that of Bhoomphats, in 1848, 
when the British had heavy artillery 
and the Boers nothing better than flint- 
locks. In the case of Majuba Hill, the 
British were intrenched in a most for- 
midable position. The result of Laing’s 
Neck and Majuba Hill was a treaty par- 
tially restoring the independence of the 
South African republic, Great Britain 


afterward, in stbsequent treaties, whit- 
tled down to the simple right to veto 
treaties the Transvaal government 
might make with foreign countries. 

Of the grievances that exist at the 
present day, Mr. Hillegas seems to con- 
sider that the Boers have their full 
share. He claims that, in the matter 
of taxation, they are the injured party, 
as they have to submit to an exorbitant 
tax on everything that passes through 
from the coast to the Transvaal, which 
is an inland State, and is, he said, 
preyed upon by the States and colonies 
which lie between it and the sea. 

As to the character of the Boers, Mr. 
Hillegas describes them as simple peo- 
ple, fond of solitude, and preferring 
to live out of sight of their neighbor’s 


shooting of game, not for sport, but 
for use. The author says it would -be 
difficult to find anywhere else an entire 
race of such physical giants. He puts 
the average height of the full-grown 
males at not less than 6 feet 2 inches, 
and their physique and powers of en- 
durance are said to be marvelously de- 


in time of warfare, one Boer equals five 
Englishmen. The Boer reads nothing 
but the Bible; his belief in it is inde- 
structible, and his constant references to 
it are not cant, but are owing to the 
same reason that makes the sailor speak 
the language of the sea—it is a part of 
his daily life. The two political parties 
in the Transvaal, even, are divided on 
religious, not political, grounds, the 
Progressives being those who. sing 
hymns and the Conservatives those who 
do not! Kruger is a Conservative. 

In regard to the frequently made 
charge that the Boers are dirty in their 
persons and habits, the author of this 
work makes the rather peculiar excuse 
that “water is a priceless possession” 
where the Boer lives. In that case, see- 
ing that cleanliness is next to godliness, 
it might be well for our missionary so- 
cieties to send out well-boring outfits 
to the Transvaal, instead of Bibles, with 
which they appear to be already well 
supplied. 

The Boers are, doubtless, fully con-’ 
vinced that they are right, and to some 
extent they probably are right, but 
when the whole matter is summed up, 
it comes down to another instance of. 
an obstacle to the world’s progress which 
must be removed to facilitate the ruth- 
less march of modern events. However 
much some of us may wish it, there is 
little chance to see again restored the 
era of pastoral simplicity and content- 
ment with the things that are. Man- 
kind is on the move, whether for better 
or worse, and those who choose to sit 
down in the middle of the road must 


not be surprised if: they are run_ over, 
or jogged aside with unpleasant force.

At the Yesterday. 


Three Degrees, 
EV. J. S.-.THOMSON,. pastor of the 
R inaependent Church of. Christ, in 
the Simpson Auditorium, preached 
a sermon on “Christ’s Temptation in 
the Wilderness and His Three Degrees,” 
from the text, “Then Jesus was led up 
of the Spirit into the wilderness to be 
tempted of the devil,’’ Matthew. iv, 1. 
The Holy Spirit deemed it necessary 
that Christ should be tried and tempted 
by Satan, in order to develop His hu- 
man character and to prepare Him for 
His public ministry. He “increased in 
wisdom,” and He was present &mong 
the doctors in the temple to learn; for 
He surely did not pretend to be ignor- 
ant, when He asked questions. In He- 
brews it is written..that ‘‘the captain 
of salvation. was made perfect through 
suffering,” that “He was tempted as 
we are,’ d that “He learnéti by what 
He suffered.’’ Christ was prepared by 
man and God for His mission. Accord-: 
ing to the Bible, Satan is sometimes 
very useful. He destroyed Job’s van- 
ity, He sifted Peter and revealed his 
weakness; and He cured Paul of spir- 
itual pride. He is the severe critic, the 
merciless sifter, and the exposer of hy- 
pocrisy. He tempted Christ and found 
out that He was all good, and fit to 
be trusted with all power for His 
grand work: We try tools, swords, 
guns, cannon, and bridges, before we 
use them, in order that we may be 
Sure that they can be trusted. Men 
and women are fitted for positions of 
trust only after they have been tested 
for years. God has great positions of 
trust in the next world, and we are 
tested in this life, and prepared for 
tasks in heaven. The first temptation 
was anvappeal to the animal propensi- 
ties of Christ; but Christ showed Sa- 
tan that human Hlfe demands — other 
food than bread, and that great spir- 


‘itual power. should not be wasted in 


getting things that intellectual or phys- 
ical power can procure. ~The second 
temptation was an appeal to intellec- 


tual vanity. It’ was not Christ’s work: 


to undertake foolish and useless risks. 
It was not his aim to pose for admira- 
tion. The third temptation was an ap- 
peal to spiritual ambition. Christ re- 
fused to be Satan’s prime minister. He 
would_worship God onty 
left Him, and the angels came to con- 
gratulate Him upon His glorious vic- 
tories; and they ministered to Him. Our 
friends in heaven are watching our 
contests with temptations; and they re- 
joice over our moral victories. So we 
can give our departed friends great 
joy, when we resist wrong, and strug- 
gle for right. John the Baptist preached 
in the neighborhood of the Essenes, and 
he certainly taught their doctrines to 
his disciples. He baptizéd Christ at 
His urgent request. The spirit was 
Christ’s guide into the wilderness, and 
| Satan there, among rocks and_ wild 
beasts, tested the Master’s divine: pow- 
ers, and acknowledged Him qualified 
and worthy to receive the sublimest 
degree upon earth. Christ had all 
knowledge that man then possessed, 
and He knew all the mysteries of the 
kingdom; and He revealed them to His 
disciples whenever they were prepared 
to receive them. The mysteries of na- 
ture, of ancient societies, and of heaven 
were all known to him, who is forever 
“the way, the truth, and the life.’’ In 
the early Christian church, the mem- 
bers were initiated into the mysteries 
of religion. There were three classes 
of initiates—auditors, catechumens and. 
the faithful. The apostolic constitutions 
speak of these mysteries, ceremonies 
and degrees. They are mentioned by 
these bishops, Clemens of Alexandria, 
Archelaus, Cyril, St. Basil, St, Gregory, 
St. Ambrose, St. Augustine, St. Chrys- 
ostom, Theodoret. Origen defended the 
mysteries of the Christian church. All 
Christians are passing through the 
wilderness of trials and temptations. 
God’s good and wise spirit leads us 
into these trials. It is not a sin to be 
tempted to do what we know is wrong. 
We cannot prevent temptations from. 
coming to us; but we can by God's 
grace, and by following Christ’s exam- 
ple, resist and defeat them. The prin- 
cipal aim of Christians is to be such 
men and such women as God has cre- 
ated: us to be. We are here to develop 
our manhood and womanhood; and it 
is impossible to attain this development 
without temptations, trials, sufferings. 
We can so. live and strive that we 
shall be victors through the captain of 
our salvation. ;

Hence the commonplace 
of a green leaf; or blade of grass, has 
written therein the reason why man 
can exist. In the fact of the leaf lies 
the possibility of thought, and long- 
ing, and hope of suffering, of joy, of 
gladness, of sin and righteousness, of 
man’s earthly cares, and of visions 
that earth and time cannot limit, but 
are wide as.the boundlessness of time 
and the infinity of God. All the 
world is filled with a rhythm of order 
and harmony, that finds expression 
throughout the cosmic universe. 
“‘Ror the world was built in order, 
And the atoms march in tune; 
Rhyme the pipe and Time the w arder, 
The sun obeys them, and the moon.’ 
“In all the phenomena of things we 
cannot tell amid the commonplace 
what is little or what great. 
Probably we shall be Nearest correct 
if we shall say all is great, for our 
modern science has demonstrated that 
not a unit of force and not an atom 
of matter can be destroyed. It is one

ANOTHER GOOD GUSHER STRUCK IN 
THE FULLERTON: FIELD.

The Santa Fe’s New Well Keeps 
Up its Flow—Production in the Los 
Angeles Field Increasing—Prices 
Slightly Lower—Rumors of Deals. 
Pennsylvania Oil Shipments. 


The Fullerton field has scored another 
good strike. This one is in the Gra- 
ham-Loftus well No. 3. 
at a depth cf 1700 
feet. They started in to pump, but 
after pumping for twenty-four hours 
they cut the casing and the well im- 
mediately began to flow, and has con- 
tinued flowing at the rate of twenty 
barrels an hour, or about five hundred 
barrels of oil a day ever since. The 
fact that the strike was at 1700 feet 
demonstrates once more the depth of 
the oil deposits in that field and of the’ 
enormous pressure there is from be- 
low. This strike, following upon others 
made by the same company, and com- 
‘ing on top of that made a couple of 
weeks ago by the Santa Fé company 
in its new well, has created an excel- 
lent impression regarding the extent 
of the oil deposits of the Fullerton field, 
and confirms the now generally ac- 
cepted belief that it is sure to become 
one of the very largest producing | 
fields in Southern California. 

The Santa Fé’s new flowing well 
continues to maintain itself in excess 
of 100 barrels a day, having averaged’ 
more than that since October 27, the 
date on which the strike in it was 
made. This well and the new Graham- 
Loftus well are new adding 600 harrels 
of oil a day to the output of the Fuller- 
ton field.
